It is believed that Florence Leonhardt, 
the l4-year-old girl who disappeared Fri- 
Gay an hour after she had been given into 
the care of her father by an order of Judge 
Fliteraft, has been traced to the Relay 
Depot in East St. Louis. 

This information comes from John Kuntz. 
a driver employed by a local transfer com- 
pany, who is convinced that he saw the 
girl on the other side of the river Friday 
evening. 

Kuntz was so positive that he had seen 
the missing girl that he remained away 
from his place of employment a portion of 
the day Monday to inform Leonhardt. 

According to his story he was returning 
from the freight sheds in East St. Louis 
Friday evening when he saw a gir) wander- 
ing about in the yards near the Relay Sta- 
tion. 

She seemed bewildered by the network of 
tracks and the constantly passing trains 
and was finally escorted to the station by 
@ railroad man in uniform. 

It was the girl's frightened appearance 
that first attracted the driver’s attention. 

Sunéay,.morning when he saw the Post- 
Dispatch exclusive account of the strange 
disappearance of the child he felt morally 
certain that the girl therein described was 
the Same one he had seen in the East St. 
Louis railroad yards Friday night. 

One circumstance seems to make Kuntz's 
statement appear to have great weight. 

According to the description he gives of 
the girl she wore a brown hat with brown 
satin ribbons and a plaid golf cape. 
Neither of these articles was mentioned 
in the Original description of the girl as 
given out by her family.

ROBERTS PLANS MODIFIED. 


UNEXPECTED STRENGTH OF THE 
BOERS HAS DIVIDED HIS ARMY 
INTO TWO PARTS. 


Three British Divisions Sent Into the. 


South Part of Orange Free State 
Have Failed to Releive Gen. 
Brabant’s Force at 
Wepener. 


PRETORIA, April 23.—An official bulletin, 
issued here to-day, says: 

The federals continue their fighting at 
Wepener and have captured a herd of Gen. 
Brabant’s cattle and horses 

Gen. de Wet’s losses at De Wet'’s Dorp 
were one man killed and six men wounded. 
Twenty British were captured, besides the 
killed and wounded. 

The British appear to be retiring beyond 
De Wet'’s Dorp. 

Cronje reports that with a strong com- 
mando he attacked the British northeast 
of Boshof. A heavy engagement followed 
and the Enelish were driven from Kopje to 
kopje. The federals displayed great cour- 
age and resolution, and spiritedly chased 
the enemy in the direction of Boshof. Only 
two burghers were wounded. The British 
lost 15 men killed and left three wounded 
and eight prisoners in the hands of the 
burghers. 


Note-—-The Cronje referred to is undoubtedly Com- 
mandant Cronje, the second son of the famous Boer 
passer now a prisoner on the Island of St. 
elena. 


WARRENTON, Monday, April 23.—Shell- 
ing was resumed this morning, the fire be- 
ing directed at the British river redoubts, 
which are steadily being pushed forward.

‘LEAPED INTO A COKE OVEN. 
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Urknown Man, 1, Who Tho Was Evidently 
an Athlete, Chooses a Horrible 
Method of Suicide. 


CONNELLSVILLE, Pa., April 244.—An un- 
known man committed suicide yesterday 
at the foundry works of the H. C. Frick 
Coke Company by diving Into a coke oven. 

The coke workers saw the sulcide only for 
an instant as he prepared for the leap. 
He was well dressed, of medium helght and 
weight and smooth-shaven. For a second 
he paused on the sloping ground behind the 
ovens. Then he ran dowm the slope, taking 
the quick, short steps of a trained athlete 

who gauges them precisely for the Jump 
a intends. Eight feet from the overnjtop 
the man shot into the air, his hands poised 
about his head, in the fashion of a diver, 
and, descending swiftly. dropped head first 
into the trundle-head of an oven that had 
burned to the sizzling white heat of coke

ERROR PURELY TECHNICAL. 


Charged With Trying to Bribe a City 
Official Instead of a City Employe 
—Responsibilty in the Case.

SAVED OTHERS; NOT HIMSELF 


John McGann’s Testimony Released 
Joseph Opperman, but He Is Him- 
self Wanted for Robbery.

John McGann, ex-convict, went before a 
coroner’ jury Tuesday morning and, to save 
an innocent man from suffering in conse- 
quence of his own misdeed, gave sufficient 
evidence against himself to return him to 
the penitentiary had the testimony becn 
given in a criminal court. He succeeded in 
his purpose. 

The inquest was on the body of Joseph 
Opperman, who was shot by John Marien- 
thal in the latter’s saloon at 1731 South 
Broadway early Sunday morning. 

McGann testified that he was engaged in 
picking the pockets of Alexander Stanton, 
who was sound asleep in the zaloon. Mar- 
ienthal and Opperman both came forward 
and caught hold of McGann to prevent 
Stanton from being robbed. McGann -al- 
ready had the man’s watch. 

Marienthal, McGann said, hit him over 
the head with the butt of his revolver, 
which was discharged at the impact, and 
Opperman was shot in the stomach, Op- 
perman died on the way to the hospital. 

Upon this testimony, corroborated by oth- 
er witnesses, the jury entirely exonerated 
Marienthal, who had been locked up since 
the shooting.

10 DEFINE EXCISE LAW| 


SALOON KEEPER ROSELLI AP- 
PEALS TO SUPREME COURT. 


WINEROOM FIGHT INVALID. 


Judge Talty and Roselli File Separate 
Returns to Higgins’ Application 
for a Writ of Prohibition. 


Joseph Roselli, the saloonkeeper, whose 
license Excise Commissiorer Higgins wish- 
es to revoke, Tuesday asked the Supreme 
Court at Jefferson City to construe the 
act creating the office of excise commis- 
sioner and to define his powers and duty. 

If the Supreme Court, in its decision of 
the pending case, accedes to Roselli's re- 
quest the power of the excise commissioner 
will be forever defined and settled, and the 
wineroom crusaders will know just what 
they may expect from the excise commis- 
sioner. 

In the Supreme Court in bane in the pro- 
hibitory proceedings of Excise Commission- 
er Charles P Higgins against Judge Talty 
and Joseph Roselli, Judge Talty and Roselli 
each fled a separate return. 

Judge Talty prepared his return in this 
case and filed it himself. He holds that 
the temporary rule in prohibition should 
not be made permanent. 

Orville T. Smith, representing the Saloon 
Keepers’ Protective Association of St. 
Louis, filed the separate return for Joseph 
Roselli. This return is in the nature of 
demurrer to the plaintiff's petition, and 
usks the court to set aside the temporary 
rule in prohibition and order to show cause 
for the following reasons: 

First, because sald petition does not state 
ee cause of action or ground for the re- 
Hef. 

Second, because the temporary rule in 
prohibition and order to show cause should 
not have been granted for the reason that 
under the constitution and laws of this 
state the plaintiff as Excise Commissioner 
of the city of St. Louis has not and could 
not have any jurisdiction, right or author- 
ity of law to try the itssue of facts as to 
whether this defendant is or is not gutity 
of some violation or the laws of Mis- 
souril governing dramshops. 

By this last reason it is sought to have 
the Supreme Court construe the act cre- 
ating the office of Excise Commissioner 
and to define the powers and duties be- 
longing to that office. The court took the 
matter under advisement.

NEW YORK, April 24.—There was a no- 
ticeable increase in attendance when the 
ecumenical conference began its session to- 
day with-sinm.ultaneous meetings in Car- 
negie Hall and three churches. Evangelist- 
ic work was the subject discussed at Car- 
negie Hall, while at the Central Presby- 
terian Church, Calvary Baptist Church and 
the Madison Avenue Reformed Church, sec- 
tional meetings were held on woman's 
work, 

The devotional service at Carnegie Hall 
was opened by the Rev. Dr. A. B. Leonard, 
the corresponding secretary of the Mis- 
sionary Society of the Methodist Episcopal 
Chureh. Dr. Leonard was followed by Rev. 
J. W. Butler of Mexico, who offered a 
short prayer, as did Bishop E. R. Hen- 
drix of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. The prayers were interspersed with 
hymns and remarks from the delegates. 

At 10 o’clock the regular morning service 
of the conference at Carnegie Hall was be- 
gun by Bishop E. G. Andrews of New 
York, who made a brief address. Bishop 
J. M. Thovoura of India then delivered an 
address on the subject of ‘‘The Character 
and Importance of Evangelistic Work and 
the Conditions for Success.’’ There fol- 
lowed a symposium on evangelistic work, in 
which the Rev. Dr. W. F. Oldham of Ma- 
laya spoke on “The Manner and Form of 
Presenting the Gospel to Non-Christian 
Peoples So Far as to Persuade and Win. 

N. L. Gordon, M.D., D.D., who has for 
many years been conducting evangelistic 
work in Japan, spoke on ‘“‘The Best Methods 
lof Persona! Dealing With the Unconverted 
and Inquirers. The Rev. Dr. Henry B. 
Richards and the Rev. Dr. J. Taylor Ham- 
ilton spoke on ““The General Pervasive Influ- 
ence of Christianity.”’ 

Following these addresses there was a 
discussion of the different topisc by the 
delegates. 

The morning session at Cavalry Baptist 
Church was devoted to a woman’s meet- 
ing, the general topic under discussion be- 
ing evangelistic work.

ONE PICTURESQUE FIGURE. 


Dr. Maurice Phillips, Long a Mission- 
ary in India. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 24.—One of the most 
p-cturesque figures in the Ecumenical] Can- 
ference is the Rev. Dr. Maurice Phillips, 
who for nearly half a century has resided 
in Southern India. The veteran missionary 
is a Scotchman, with a great iron-erav 
beard flowing over his chest. Speaking of 
the famine in India Dr. Phillips sa:d: 

‘The English government has established 
relief work on a grand scale, bat this only 
affords temporary and partial relief. Noa re- 
lief is extended except in the form of Wages: 
otherwise the natives would refuse to help 
themselves, and utter demoralization would 
ensue. 

‘When I left India a month ago at least 
three and a half million natives were af- 
fected by the famine, and by this time the 
number of unfortunates must be fully four 
millions. The mortality must be appalling. 

“The only compensation for this great 
suffering is that the famine has been the 
means of attracting thousands into the 
Christian fold. 

“The missionaries have strained every ef- 
fort to relieve the physica) sufferings af the 
famine-stricken natives and in this wav 
have been able to talk to them and touch 
their hearts.”’

HOW THE WORK IS DONE. 


American Societies Engaged in Spread- 
ing Christianity. 

NEW YORK, April 2%4—The report on 
mission work presented to the Hcumenical 
Council by Rev. James Dennis, D. D., of 
New York showed that there are fifty-one 
societies in the United States directly en- 
gaged in conducting foreign missions, ex- 
clusive of tne woman's societies; that there 
are thirty-nine women’s societies, most of 
which are auxiliary, but some of which 
are independent; that there are sixteen s0- 
cieties in the United States indirectly co- 
operating or .iding foreign missions. here 
are twenty-seven United States societies 
or institutions independently engaged in 
specialized effort in various departments of 
foreign missions. 

The evangelistic statistics of the Income, 
staff and evangelistic returns of missionary 
societies throughout the world show that 
249 societies report an income of $17,161,082, 
the employment of 4953 missionaries, 421 
men and 238 women as physicians, 124 lay 
missionaries not physicians (men), 345 
married women not physicians, a total of 
13,407 foreign missionaries; 4029 ordained 
native preachers, 69,30 unordained natives, 


' preachers, teachers, Bible women and other 


helpers, a total of 73,615 ordained and unor- 
dained native helpers. There are 5223 prin- 
cipal mission stations, 2,586 out stations, 
10.993 organized churches, 1,289,288 com- 
municants. There were 83.895 additions dur- 
in last year. ‘ere are 14,940 Sunday- 
schools. 746,684 Sunday-school scholars. The 
total of native contributions ie $1,833,981. 
The total of the native Christian commun- 
ity, Including, beside communicants, non- 
communicants of all ages, is 4,327,283. 

The combined totals of societies engaged 
in conducting foreign missions, societies in- 
directly co-operating or aiding in foreign 
missions and societies or institutions inde- 
pendently engaged in specialized effort in 
various departments of foreign missions 
show an income from home and foreign 
sources of $19,126,120, the employment of 
50623 ordained missionaries, 484 men and 218 
women as physicians, 14770 lay missionaries 
not physicians (men), 8567 married women 
not physicians, 3408 unmarried women not 
physicians, a total of 15,460 foreign mission- 
There are 463 ordained, 72,999 unor- 
natives, 77.338 ordained and unor- 
dained native helpers, 6671 principal sta- 
tions. 26.3447 out stations, 11,039 organized 
churches, 1,317,684 communicants. There 
were 84.18% addittons last year. There are 
15.032 Sunday-schools, 771,928 Sunday-school 
scholars.

A writer in the Popular Science Monthly makes a scientific 
analysis of a love affair. 

“Some incident,’ he writes, “between John and Mary leads 
one of them—we will say John—to think mistakenly that 
Mary has been attracted to him. Pleased with the fact he 
reciprocates. Mary, altogether unconscious of the reciprocal 
nature of John's attention, finds pleasure in it, and in her turn 
reciprocates.

But the learned author in his 
conclusion does not do justice to his premise, which was a 
mistake. It all began in John's thinking mistakenly. To be 
strictly scientific, therefore, the definition should be expanded. 
Love is mistaken mutual reciprocity.

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THE INHERENT VICE OF MONOPOLY. 


Mr. James 2B. Dill, the great corporation lawyer, who has 
had more experience in the organization of trusts than any 
other man in the country, spoke thus plainly in a public ad- 
dresa in Philadeiphia: 

if it be possible for any one man or body ‘of men con- 
| trolling as officers any industrial corporation, : to close any 
ja tory or number of factories, to throw out of employment, 
either temporarily or permanently, 20,000 people: if it be pos- 
‘sible this may be done for the mere purpose of stock specula- 
ition. then if this be the fact, then it certainly falls that there 
lie juet cause for fearing a social revolution as well as what 
writers have heretofore called a mercantile evolution.” 
Rut this arbitrary power is just the inherent vice of monop- 
‘oly. The very notion of monopoly implies arbitrary power. 

Given the trust and despotism follows in the economic and 
industrial world, 

There may be a benevolent despot now and then, but hu- 
manity is too far forward on the way to freedom to relish 
the return to anything like unqualified authority lodged with 
one or a few. 

Mr. Dill deprecates the misuse of the power, but he knows 
well that man is by nature prone to oppress his fellow man 
wherever he has an undue advantage. Power is sure to be 
misused in such circumstances. 
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The Republican State Convention of Indiana is expected to 
approve the unjust legislation against Porto Rico. If the In- 
'diana spine is not made of chocolate there will be no such 
action. The Indiana Republicans have been among the first 
to note the wrong in our dealings with the Porto Ricans, and 
they should decline to be whipped in by unscrupulous party 
managers. 
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The Kansas City street improving corporations offer prizes 
for the best specimens of improvement in lawn care and cul- 
ture. and the production of plants, flowers and shrubbery 
for lawn adornment. A similar spirit ought to prevail in all 
Missouri cities. Every piece of city ground should be beauti- 
fied throughout the season of verdure and flowers. 
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Sheridan might have been knocked off his horse if the 
Confederates had possessed the 2l-miles gun which has just 
been jacketed at Watervliet. Its projectile will penetrate

POUNDING IN WATPR-PIPES. e 
ounding so frequently heerd in the kitchen 
oiler and pipes, as a rule, comes from oné 
of two causes. The water is raised to 80 
high a temperature that some of it is 
changed to steam. All that is necessary 
in this case is ta open the faucets and let 
water and steam pass off. The second 
cause, and one which is not sq frequent, 
is an accumulation of dirt in the pi of 
the water-back. In this case all that is 
necessary is for the plumber to disconnect 
the pipes and blow the dirt out. 


TO FILL CRACKS IN FLOORS.—There 
ere three methods: First, dissolve one 
pend of glue in two gallens af water. Stir 
into this enough fine sawdust to make a 
thick paste and fill the cracks with it. 
The paste may be colcred to mattch the 
wood. Second, fill the cracks with utty. 
One can make the putty by mixing whiting 
and linseed oil together and kneading it 
until the paste is smooth. The putty ma 
be colored tomatch the: wool rnird, 
soak finely shredded paper water arti 
boil it until it is soft pulp, and to every two 
g2iions add one pound of glue. The cracks 
must be filied solid and even with the 
boards.
